The ſeruant that knowes not his ma- 
ſters will, 8c. ſhall be beaten with few 
ſtripes,but he that knowes 'it and does 
itnot ſhall ſuffer many: if thoſe barba- 
rous nations ſhall one day wring their 
handsand weep & waile becauſe they 
haue knowne o little, and practiſed 
lefſe: much more ſhall we Chriſtians 
forknowing much, to little practiſe. 
All which may giue aduertiſement ro 
two ſorts of ſinners , Deſperat itle vt 
peccet : Sperat iſle vt peccit. The firſt — S 
would ſceme to deſpaire of ſaluation *** *? 
and makes that an encitement to him 
to take a full draught of the pleaſures 
of this life,becauſe they continue but

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for a ſeaſon. The ſecond ruſhes ypon 
all manner of finne, preſumption of 

ardon though hedrinke vp iniquity 
like waters, and deuoures finne with 
greedines. S. Auguſtine concludes, 7- 
trumque metuendum, the caſe of both 
of them is moſt fearefull, becauſe as 
they draw on iniquity with the cords 
of vanity and finne as with cartropes : 
ſo are they drawne ſayes Clem. Alexan, 
&rmyel Bbc wplunc 3 xonivee, Like ſtaled oxen to 
the {laughter,with cords of their own 
making;treaſuring vp vnto themſclues 
wrath againſt the day of wrath:which 


1s all oneas ifa man ſhould bee euery 


day gath-riug of ſticks and fewell to 
make the fire greater wherewith him- 


- ſelfe ſhould be burned. 


Seeing thererefore we are by nature 
forgetful of Gods benefits,Secing that 
all kinds of finne are to be auoided by 
vs, whether againſtthe 1. ot 2. table, 
whether ſmall or great, whether ſinnes 
of youth,age, complexion, conformi- 
rie,intenſion,cither by a feruent deſire, 

ſetled 
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ſetled reluQation, or conſtant endea- 
uor, asthe onely cauſe of all woe and 
miſery incident to' the nature of man. 
Let vs alwaies be mindfull of God the 
9s render due thanks forall his 
leflings, ler vs ſo demeane our ſelues 
in all godly conuerſation, that though 
ſinne muſt dwell in our mortall bodies 
ſo long as we dwell in this earthly ta- 
bernacle, yet that it may not raigne in 
the to the obeying itin the luſts ther- 
of:So may we preuent fins attendants 
affition of body, gricfe, and anguiſh 
of ſoule,yea that laſt of al puniſhments 
 eternall death. Which that wee ma 
doe, Chriſt Iefus our heauenly Phyſt- 
tian who hath left vnto vs this whole- 
ſome preſcript, of ſinning no moyxe, 
grant vnto cuery one of vs: To whom 
 withthe Father and Holy Ghoſtthree 
Perſons in Vnity and one God in Tri- 
nity be all prayſe, and power aſcribed 
now and for cuer. Amen. 
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
